than ever before \\ ith less effort, which 
stands to prove thnt present methods, 
while not complete or perfect, are 
fun- 


damentally sound. 


"Tho fleet during the last year has 


passed through the usual experience 
and conditions of a gunnery year, al- 
though on tho w hole it must be said 
that conditions alfcctlnff gunnery train- 
ing have materially improved.

MATTERS OF EOC.VD INTEREST 
A Great Deal of Wet Weather. 


There is no doubt that there has 


been a great deal of rainfall every- 
where in the Eastern United Slates 
during the month which closes today. 
tn Oneonta there has been more than 
any similar month on record has af- 
forded, and though in the present in- 
itance the rainfall hag not been in the 
nature of a deluge, there has been 
plenty of it, the total for the month 
up to 6 o'clock last night exceeding 
nine inchesc, which is about one-fourth 
of the total average rainfall of a year. 
There have been four days on which 
more than an inch fell, and several 
others on which it was above half an 
Inch, but at no time has it been so 
ibundant as to rank as a, flood, or 
fieatly to overflow the lowlands along 
the streams. 


For lack, of floods there is cause for 


gratitude; and also because despite 
the heavy rain there has been no great 
damage done 
to 
crops. 
Somes of 


them, in fact, have grown unusually 
well, and if corn has not, at least it 
has generally not failed to germinate. 
Potatoes, which are the crop which 
eevrybody Is growing and which every- 
body hopes will grow, are making a 
fine showing of vine, and so far at 
least there has been no damage cither 
by rust or vermin. It is not possible 
In the order of things that the present 
Unusual rainfall can continue much 
longer. When it ceases, there will be 
reason to look for a season of much 
warmth and of unprecedented growth. 
Help for the Hay Harvest. 


That which at this time greatly con- 


cerns the farmer is the fact that the 
hay harvest is at hand, and that there 
IB a shortage of help to gather it. Up 
to this date there has been no press- 
Ing need in that direction, since the 
cold weather had delayed growth and 
there was plenty of other work to uo. 
But now that the time for planting is 
practically over, the farmer and his 
men will turn to the meadows and 
will undertake to get in their plenti- 
ful harvest. Extra help is 
always 


needed for this work, but this season 
more than ever because farmers are 
planting more and are needing more 
help on that .account to carry on the 
farm. Ag all schools are now closed, 
the farm cadet corps should at once 
be considerably augmented by boys 
willing to do their share for 
their 


country and at the same time to earn 
something for themselves. And as for 
frown men there will be no lack of 
places for them. Under present con- 
ditions no man physically lit should 
fall to irct to work. 
Every 
day 
in 


Oneonta there are soen men who have 
all the indications of health and of 
need of the money which work will 
bring, who prefer to loaf about, graft- 
Ing for drinks. 
If these men will not 


work, there should be another form 
of conscription put into effect. 
Hoards of Exemption. 


It was noted In The Star of yester- 


day that the Oneonta board of exemp- 
tion for the federal conscription act 
was a good one, which had been se- 
lected with excellent Judgment. It is 
a difficult tnsk which lias been set be- 
fore these men nnd one which will de- 
mand the exercise of nil their quali- 
ties of tact, discernment 
nnd judg- 


ment. 
It Is one which doubtless will 


have unpleasant features in its exe- 
cution, but the men nnmed will un- 
questionably fully and ably perform a 
patriotic duty. 
It In fortunate tlmt 


for this purpose so good a committee 
could bf> secured.

Board 
of 
Health 
JLk-ensos

Transfer Company for Work of 
Cily. 
At a meeting of the board of health 


of the city of Oneonta, held yesterday 
afternoon, the matter of the licensing 
of garbage collectors for the city was 
considered; and under the provisions 
of Ordinance 32, the Beach Transfer 
company was granted a license for the 
collection of garbage throughout the 
entire city. No 
other 
license1 was 


granted, and under this license the 
Ueach company is the only carrier 
whi'-h can legally undertake the carry- ! 
ing of garbage in the city of Oneonta. ! 
The Ik-ense to Mr. Beach includes not j 
only householders, but hotels, restaur- I 
ant?, boarding houses, hospitals and j 
lunch rooms. 
There is no exception, j 


and all residents of the city are in- j 
eluded in the provisions of the ordi- j 
nance. 
i 


The duty of the public toward this 


ordinance is that every person must 
provide metal receptac.es for holding 
garbage. 
Another duty of household- 


ers is to drain all garbage and to wrap 
it in paper before placing it in the 
can. 
This is done to insure clean re- 


ceptacles, or cans, 
and 
to prevent 


putrefaction and the breeding of flies. 


The nrico'of collection will be paid 


by the householder and will be ten 
cents per can. 
From May to October 


inclusive collections will 
be 
made 


weekly, and every two weeks for the 
balance of the year. 
This requirement 


to place garbage in c-ans applies to 
every householder who does not bury 
or burn his garbage, daily. 


Mr. Beach will at once canvass the 


city and make his arrangements with 
families. 
The city will be Said out in 


districts and the days of collection will 
be Jlxed. 
Motor trucks will be placed 


in service and the work will be done 
promptly and satisfactorily. 
The pub- 


lic will at an early date be advised as 
to the days of collection. 


The present 
arrangement 
is the 


outcome of careful study of the situa- 
tion made during more than a year by 
the board of health and the city coun- 
cil. 
It is believed that the best pos- 


sible plan has been adopted for the 
prompt and satisfactory disposition of 
garbage at a reasonable price; and it 
is hoped that citizens will co-operate 
with Mr. Beach in making- the ordi- 
nance successful.

and grow he begins to feel strong 
again

'rom side to side every day, and then 
he runs rapidly through the brush and 
undergrowth 


As his new horns become big they 


also become less easily hurt 
In run- 


ning through the brush the outer skin, 
or ' Tclret," is broken and peeled away 
In the springtime the "velvet" drops 
off 
The deci is then ^ery proud of 


his new clothes

trj out his new horns long bt-'ore hi-, 
mates do
